
SCHOOL BUDGET REVIEW COMMITTEE 
UNOFFICIAL SUMMARY 

December 15, 2006 
 
 
The School Budget Review Committee met in regular session on Friday, December 15, 
2006, with the following members present: Director Judy A. Jeffrey, Department of 
Education, Chair; Director Michael Tramontina, Department of Management, Secretary; 
and committee members Jane Babcock, Don Hansen, and Clark Yeager. 
 
 
1. Approval of Previous Decisions.   Approved the decisions of the May 8, 2006, 
and May 24, 2006, meetings of the School Budget Review Committee. 
 
2. Boone Community School District.    Approved modified allowable growth for 
the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $441, 373 for start up costs associated with 
opening a new school building. 
 
3. Mount Vernon Community School District.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $607, 185 for costs related to 
furnishing and equipment for new school buildings. 
 
4. Dubuque Community School District.   Approved modified allowable growth 
for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $251,857 for start up costs associated 
with opening a new school building. 
 
5. Clayton Ridge Community School District.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $6,980 for costs associated with 
asbestos removal. 
 
6. North Winneshiek Community School District.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $10,700 for costs associated with 
asbestos removal. 
 
7. Cedar Rapids Community School District.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $159, 865 for costs associated 
with asbestos removal. 
 
8. North Scott Community School District.   Denied modified allowable growth 
for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $399,878 to increase the district’s per 
pupil cost and denied the request for permanent allowable growth. 
 
9. Clarion-Goldfield Community School District.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $7,058 for costs associated with 
excess costs of transporting a regular education student to a court-appointed day program 
outside the district. 
 



10. Dows Community School District.   Approved modified allowable growth for 
the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $8,316 for costs associated with excess costs 
of transporting a regular education student to a court-appointed day program outside the 
district. 
 
11. Late 2005-2006 SBRC Applications.   Approved modified allowable growth for 
the 2006-2007 school year in the amount of $18,964 for Northwood-Kensett, in the 
amount of $14,223 for H-L-V, and in the amount of $56,892 for West Bend-Mallard for 
open enrolled out resident students for whom they paid tuition in the 2005-2006 school 
year, who were not on the 2004-2005 certified enrollment, and who were not included on 
the 2005-2006 SBRC application form. 
 
12. Special Education Balances.    Certified the positive and negative balances of 
funds for each school district to the department of management, subject to further 
department review, and to direct the director of the department of management to make 
the payments to school districts as outlined in Iowa Code subsection 
257.31(14)“b”(2005). 
 
13. Special Education Weightings.   Accepted the recommendation of the director of 
the department of education relating to the special education weighting plan, which was 
to make no changes in the weighting plan. 
 
14. Special Education Administrative Costs.   Approved the use of special 
education funds for administrative costs of special education programs for specific 
districts making requests. 
 
15.  Transportation Assistance Grants-in-Aid.   Approved the distribution of 
transportation assistance aid to the eligible districts on an equitable basis. 
 
16. On Time Funding for Increased Enrollment Applications.   Approved on-time 
funding modified allowable growth for the 2006-2007 school year for increased 
enrollment for eligible districts making requests. 
 
17. Open Enrollment Out Applications.   Approved modified allowable growth for 
the 2006-2007 school year for tuition costs incurred for open enrollment out students not 
included on the September 2005 certified enrollment reports for eligible districts making 
requests. 
 
18. Limited English Proficiency Applications.   Approved modified allowable 
growth for the 2006-2007 school year for excess costs of providing services to LEP 
students for eligible districts making requests. 
 
19. Supplementary Weighting List.   Certified to the department of management the 
supplementary weightings with the certified enrollment report. 
 



20. Excess Cash reserve listing.   Reviewed a list of cash reserve levies certified by 
the districts and the amount by which they were reduced according to Administrative 
Rules. 
 
21. CAR non-filers.   Beginning with fiscal year 2007-2008, the Department of 
Education shall report to the School Budget Review Committee a listing of those districts 
or area education agencies that have not submitted, by the required due date, their 
certified annual report or similar reports used or reviewed by the School Budget Review 
Committee.  The department shall note to the SBRC any district or area education agency 
that has requested and received an extension to the due date of the filing.  The department 
will take into consideration good cause reasons for extension requests.  The department 
will also provide to the extent practicable technical assistance to districts/AEAs who are 
having difficulty in meeting the deadlines.  At the direction of the SBRC, the department 
will notify the districts or AEAs that are required to appear before the SBRC at the next 
regularly scheduled meeting.  Districts/AEAs required to appear must outline, at a 
minimum, the procedures that a district/AEA will implement to prevent late filing of 
future reports.  If a school district/AEA fails to appear the SBRC may withhold funds as 
stipulated in Iowa Code 257.31(11). 
 
Six school districts had not filed their 2005-2006 certified annual report (CAR) as of 
December 15, 2006: 

1. Des Moines Independent School District, 
2. Laurens-Marathon Community School District  (has since certified), 
3. Lineville-Clio Community School District (has since certified),

5. Walnut Community School District  (has since certified), and
